According to the evening reports, Oyama | 
has assumed the aggressive and his move- 
ments have the Russian strategists puz- 
zied. 

Despite the fact that his base is still op- 
posite ithe Russian right, to the west of 
the railroad, Oyama appears to be massing 
his forces opposite the Russian left wing, 
at the same time strengthening his center.

GETS 20-YEAR TERM 


Slayer.of “St, Louis Tommy” Sul- 
livan Convicted of Second- 
Degree Murder. . 


Edward Kelleher must serve 2% years in 
the Penitentiary for killing “St. Louts 
Tommy” Sullivan, pugilist. A verdict find- 
ing him guilty of murder in the second 
degroe was returned Saturday by the jury, 
which heard the evidence as to how Sul- 
livan was shot by Kelleher at Mike Walsh's 
saloon, Twenty-second and Pine streets, 
Sunday, Jan. 29. 

The case was given to the jury at 11:30 
o'clock Friday night, after Circuit Attor- 
ney Sager, in the course of a strong clos- 
ing argument, had used Grant Gillespie, 
wearing Sullivan's clothes, to demonstrate 
his contention as to how the shot had 
been fired when Sullivan's overcoat was 
buttoned. 

It was 2:45 o'clock this morning when 


the verdict was reached. 

None of the members of Kelleher’s fam- 
ily were in court, when the verdict was 
read. His attorney was also absent, Kel- 
leher was brought Into court at 9:55 o'clock 
by Deputy Sherif Hoch. He was ex- 
tremely pale. When the jury came ifn he 
stared at them with a blank expression. 
His expression did not change when the 
verdict was read, and he made no com- 
ment He was presently taken back to 
the jail. 

None of the 


relatives of Sullivan were 
there when the jury came in. Mrs. Clara 
Blomm of Chicago, his sister, came in 
just as the verdict was being read. 

“Twenty-five years!’ she exclaimed. ‘Is 
that all? It should have been nothing 
short of hanging.” 

She spoke giowingly of the traits of her 
brother. saying he was a fighter by pro- 
fession, hut not by dispusition. 

The jury took-14 ballots. On ‘the first 
two they stood 11 to 1 for conviction. On 
the twelfth they were agreed that he was 
guilty. The other ballots were necessary 
to determine the punishment. 

Four of the jurymen were for hanging 
at first, one was in favor of a sentenc> 
of ® years and one favored 10 years.

PROPERTY OWNERS TO

Lawyers Retained and Advise the 
Organization of a Vigilance 
Committee—Political Revolu- 
tion in the*Quaker City Prom- 
ised.

PHILADELPHIA, May 20.—Indications 
point to a political revolution in this city 
as a result of the sensational, if not crime 
inal, step taken by the Republican or- 
ganization to extend the lease of the gas 
works to the United Gas Improvement 
Co. for a period of. 75 years. 

J. W. M. Newlin, a distinguished law- 
yer, who -has been retained by extensive 
land owners to fight the proposed new 
lease in the courts, said today that a vig- 
jlance committee ought to be organized at 
once, and that it should be composed of 
men who would resolutely do their duty. 

Edward D. Smith, the banker, who bid 
for the works against the United Gas Im- 
provement Co., which corporation did not 
comply with the advertised requirements, 
threatens to enter suit in the United 
States Court in the interest of their New 
York clients. 

The advertised proposal stipulated that 
each bidder should file a certified check 
for $250,000 with his bid. The Unted Gas 
Improvement Co. submitted no formal bid 
and filéd no certified check or any other 
security. . 

The committee of 70 tas adopted reso- 
lutions commending the course of Mayor 
Weaver, who will surely veto the ordin- 
ance, and similar resolutions were adopted 
by the committee of nine, which repre- 
sents all of the reform Organizations in 


the city. ; 
Weaver’s Sudden Conversion. 


Mayor Weaver caused it to be announced 
through a third person that he is forever 
done with the Durham-MeNicho!-Seger- 
Dolan organization, and that he will here- 
after use his authority in the interest of 
the people rather than in the interests of 
the politicians. This conversion to virtue is 
regarded as too radical to last long. 

The first practical step taken to voice the 
opposition to the extended lease was the 
virtual nomination of Wilson H. Brown 
by the City party for the office of High 
Sheriff. Mr. Brown represents the Twenty- 
second Ward in the Select Council and he 
was one of the four selectmen who voted 
against the gas grab. 

The organization candidate for Sheriff is 
Harry Ransliey, the president of the Select 
Council, and if Mr. Brown shall aceept the 
nomination there will be some local in- 
terest in the fall election, which will be

Bill Provides for Their Elevation 
From Forest Park to the 
County Line. 


At the request of Mayor Wells City Coun- 
selor Bates has drafted a bill providing ‘for 
the elevation of the Wabash Railroad Co.'s 
tracks extending in a northwesterly direc- 
tion from Fofest Park until they cross the 
county line west of De Hodiamont. 

Mayor Wells said Saturday morning that 
the bill would probably be iniroduced in the 
Municipal Assembly at once, Mr, Wells 
Says he regrets the failure of the plan for 
depressing of the railroad grade crossings 
north of the park, which carried with it the 
surrender of enough ground,by the rail- 
roads to permit the extension of Lindell 
boulevard from King’s highway west to the 
entrance of Washington University. 

In return for the surrender of this prop- 
erty by the railroad company the city was 
to permit the Rock Island road to enter the 
Forest Park at a point west of De Baliviere 
avenue and skirt the park on the north 
side until it reached the Wabash tracks, 
over which the Rock island enters the city. 

“T never could understand why there 
should be any opposition to this plan,” said 
Mr. Wells, “because, while the city was 
surrendering a right of way in the park for 
a short distance to the Hock Isiand, the 
railroad company and Parkview Realty Co. 
agreed in return far this privilege to sur- 
render a strip of ground on the horth side 
of the park, which would permit the con- 
struction of one of me most magnificent 
boulevards imaginabie. 

“Besides, the residents of the district ad- 
joining Forest Park on the north aide 
would be relieved of the apprehension they 
have been laboring under ever since the 
railroads secured possession of the east- 
ern end of the Parview tract, which may 
be used for freight yards and ibly other 
purposes that will naturally nterfere with 
the value of the surrounding property. 

“However, continued the Mayor, “It is 
useless discussing that plan now. pre- 
sume we must do the next best thing, and 
the elimination of the Wabash grade cros- 
sings seems the only alternative left. Those 
dangerous crossings at Union boulevard, 
De “viere avenue, Delmar boulevard and 
Maple: avenue should be eliminated. The 
ordinance which Mr. Bates has drawn up 
at my suggestion provides for the eleva- 
tion of the Wabash tracks from the point 
where they enter the park until they pass 
into St. Louls County. 

De Baliviere avenue has been. practically 
closed to vehicles ever since the r was 
opened, A ter.potary viaduct was erected 
at that point during the Fair. Pedestrians 

assed underneath the tracks. This via- 
Rhet is not high enough to permit the pas- 
sage of vehicles underneathhit, shutting off 
the entrance to and from Forest Pa at 
this point to people who attempt to enter 
or depart in vehicies. De. Baliviere ave- 
nue feels the effecta of this embargo and 
the street will never amount to anything 
until the entranoe to the park ts open to 
vehicles as well as pedestrians.

Speaker Cannon Tells Them That 
to Enforce Purchase of Sup- 
plies in Open Market Will Split 
Republican Party. 


DECISION ON POLICY 
TO BE PUT TO CONGRESS 


Secretary of War Asserts That If 
Congress Is Afraid of the Re- 
sponsibility for Purchasing 
Abroad He Is Not. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May #.—The President 
and Secretary Taft have backed water 
hard on their loudly-heralded intention of 
purchasing canal construction supplies in 
foreign markets whenever it was found 
that they could be bought more cheaply 
there than at home. 

Speaker Cannon did it. 

He took a hand in the affair as the cham- 
pion of the trusts and exclusively Amer- 
ican purchases, no matter at what price, 
and so vigorous were his arguments and so 
threatening his declarations that the an- 
nounced policy would, if carried out, cause 
a disastrous split in the party that he vir- 
tually brought Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. 
Taft to hi terms. 

Under the agreement, which was reached 
&fter several] conferences, the next session 
of Congress will decide whether the Pan- 
ama purchases shall be made in the open 
market or confined entirely to home manu- 
factures, Mr. Cannon promising an early 
decision. Until then only such supplies as 
are immediately needed, which will be 
comparatively small, will be bought, and 
no foreign-built ships will be purchased. 

Mr. Cannon calls this decision a victory; 
the President and Mr. Taft speak of it as 
a compromise, involving only a concession 
to the high protectionists. On the side, 
they say that the President accomplished 
his purpose by ‘throwing a scare into 
those who regard the tariff as sacred,’ 
which they profess to believe will result in 
the modification of some of the schedules 
at the next session of Congress. 


Cannon Warns Roosevelt, 

Mr. Cannon was very much in earnest 
when he started out on his campaign, and 
talked seriously about ‘‘wrecking the par- 
ty"’ through the President's action. He 
called first on Mr. Roosevelt. The Presi- 
dent turned him over to Mr. Taft, after 
explaining that he had no desire to stir up 
disastrous internal dissensions but fhat 
he thought it was time to do something. 
Mr. Taft said the same thing, adding that 
if Congress was afraid to assume respon- 
sibility he was not. Me said Congress had 
twice refused to speak out in favor of 
Americans concerns once when the ques- 
tion had been flatly presented, and drew 
on te War Department record to prove 


his ctatcment. 

On May 1902, Secre 
the House Committee on Military Affairs 
warmly indorsing a bdjll authorizing a pref- 
erence to American ships in the Philippine 
trade when their charges were not more 
than 10 per cent greater than-those of for- 
eign vessels. The bill was favorably re- 

rted, but, according to Mr. Root’s in- 

reement, “Was defeated on the floor 
of the House on the avowed ground that 
it would amount to a Government shipping 
eubdsidy.”’ 

At the last session Congress also refused 
to indicate a preference for erican con- 
cerns, though it was known that millions 
of dollars’ worth of canal supplies soon 
would be needed. Mr. Taft said. with some 
warmth, that if this double negative action 
meant anything it was that American firms 
A not to be favored at a financial sac- 

ce. 


Another Chance for Congress. 
Mr. Cannon admitted the inaction of Con- 


gress, but in. extenuation pleaded campaign 
necessities and other considerations. 
said that now that the subject had 
brought right to the front there was 
no ubt that Congress would speak out 
plainly in favor of American manufactures 
and he pleaded that it be given another 
chance as a matter of urgent rty ex- 
pediency. He promised that if his wishes 
were acceded to he would see that the ques- 
tion is brought up as soon as Congress 
meets in October and promptly settled.

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BATTLE HAS BEGUN 


Owner of the Century-Olynric 
Admits He Has Protested 
Against Garrick 
Bookings, 


The Century-Olympic-Garrick battle, 
which the Post-Dispatch has foreshadowed 
from time to time for the last several 
months, has now become open and ad- 
mitted. 

Charles A. Spalding, owner of the 
Olympic Theater and lessee of the Cen- 
tury Theater, admitted at his thhome in 
Washington, D. C., Friday night that he 
had protested against the theatrical syndi- 
cate booking attractions at the new Gar- 
rick Theater in St. Louis, 

Mr. Spalding says he has paid for pro- 
tection in his St. Louls houses in the mat- 
ter of beokings and that it is a violation 
of thls contract for the syndicate to send 
any of the productions controlled by it to 
the Garrick without compelling the Gar- 
rick to pay tribute, juat as the Olympic 
and Century have been compelled to do. 

It is understood that ‘Mrs. Wiggs of the 
Cabbage Patch,'’ a production in which the 
Shuberts, who control the Garrick, have 
no interest whatsoever, but which played 
at their theater in 6t. Louis three weeks 
ago, is ihe ® roor cited by Mr. 
Spalding in hie contention that the syndi- 
cate has broken faith with him. The Cab- 

e Patch show belongs to Liebler & Co. 

There is a st here yeh Klaw & Br- 
langer endeavored to conciliate Mr. Spald- 
ing by levying an assessment of 4 per cent 
of Garrick’s share of the receipts from the 
Oabbage Patch show against the Shuberis 
and proposing to turn these overto the 
complainant, but that the Shuberts refused 
to participate in any such conciliation.

THE NEW TRADEMARK LAW. 


Within five or six days of April 1, 
date on which new trademark 


“Wait and 


the 


the law 


went into force, over 2000 applications had 
been received at the Patent Office for reg- 
istration of new trademarks or registration 
of old ones. The Patent Office experts have 
Suggested that all of valuable 
marks should lose no time in h aving them 


te-registered. They point out that the old 
law afforded no protection for marks used 
in interstate commerce. and that, while the 
common law may be invoked to prevent the 
infringement of such marks, yet the many 
advantages of the new Federal law cannot 
be availed of until re-registration has been 
secured. 

However, it need not be inferred from 
this that the fact that the owner of a 
trademark does not take advantage of the 
new law in any way deprives him of the 
right to his trademark or to his bringing 
suit under common law against infringers 
of the mark. Registration, however, or re- 
registration under the new law, affords the 
registrant several advanf @:s. - gives 
public notice of the registrant's adOption of 
the trademark and his claims to be the 
vwner thereof, and this in itself will ma- 
terially help in deterring others from 
adopting the same or ae similar mark 
through ignorance. 

Moreover, if there should be an infringe- 
ment of his mark in interstate or fore'gn 
commerce by a person residing in his own 
State, it gives him access to the Federal 
Courts for redress. In addition to this, if 
| he is doing business abroad, it is desirable 
‘that his trademark should be registered 
‘in foreign countries, and in order to do 80, 
all or nearly all countries require that the 


owners
